The Over-All Program 


Those not familiar with the Extension Service might like brief 
outline its objectives and structure before going into the family 
life program. Extension organized educational service

through the county court. The word refers the pro- 
cess extending educational information from such departments 
the people the state. 


facilitate this dissemination information, extension office 
set each county, that representatives agriculture, 
home economics, and 4-H can give service husband, wife, and 
child. These representatives are called county extension agents. 
The county organization carries its activities--particularly 
home demonstration and 4-H work--through local clubs and units. 
This provides way reaching people the community level. 

The county agents guide this The agents turn receive 
guidance from subject-matter specialists trained specific phases 
agriculture and home economics. 


These specialists are located Oregon State College. Examples 
the specialists agriculture are those soils, horticulture, 
and agricultural economics. Those home economics include nu- 
trition, home management, clothing and textiles, home furnishings, 
recreation, and housing. There also are specialists information, 
radio, and visual aids. The family life specialist classified un-

The general objectives the Extension Service are: 


(1) contribute the individual development and collective wel- 
fare rural people. (This includes heiping farm people adjust 
changing economic and social conditions and technological 


(2) aid the efficient production and distribution food and 
fiber for the nation's needs. 


(3) aid maintaining and increasing the productive capacity 
the nation's soils and the wise use water resources. 


The Family Life Program 


Those who have been Oregon for number years may remem- 
ber that sometime back the Extension Service did good bit work 
family life education. However, newer arrivals may not fa- 
miliar with that aspect its work, since there been full- 
time family life specialist since except for one year (1946-47, 
when Erma Little led the family life program). Although home 
demonstration agents always have done work child development 
and family life, the first organized work was done Maud Mueller 
Morse, who was appointed specialist family relations 1935 and 
held the position until 1939. Buena Maris replaced her that year 
and stayed until 1941. The major objective these two workers was 
the same today--training lay leaders family life education. 
The present specialist was appointed August, 1951. The work now 
divided into three parts: programs home economics, those 
youth and 4-H, and those cooperation with other 


Home Economics: Home Economics Extension broad program 


which seeks reach every home the state. County home agents 


try reach this goal through bulletins put out the college fed- 
eral government, office calls, phone calls, home Visits, radio talks, 
and news columns. Women interested learning specific homemak- 
ing skills may join extension unit--similar These units 
meet once month from October through May. each meeting 
demonstration talk given. The home agent conducts some 
these meetings, but since she cannot with each unit every month 
she also trains unit members conduct meetings. These women 
are called project leaders. The use project leaders, besides free- 
ing the agent for other activity, helps develop poise and self-confi- 
dence the women and gives them more responsibility for their own 
programs. 


Special meetings also are held subjects interest only few 
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members each unit. For example, family life the women 
each unit who have small children may request session child 
development and schedule three meetings different places the 
county for anyone interested. study group organized, these 
meetings would continue over period 


The program for the coming year planned around the requests 
the women themselves. Each unit selects program-planning 
leaders who meet together the county level discuss problems 
confronting the home--the needs and interests they have been 
expressed, These subject matter suggestions are tabulated the 
home agent and submitted the specialists. The specialists then 
decide where the greatest interest lies throughout Oregon and of- 
fer certain projects for the women choose from. The specia- 
lists then prepare discussion guides and subject-matter material 
used the chosen Projects family life for the 
year chosen the various counties are follows:

all but few cases the county agent trained give the lesson 
each her units (through observing and discussing meeting 
conducted the specialist). Since the study clubs consist 
series sessions, the specialist will meet with them. the fu- 
ture, effort will made develop leadership within each club 
that may continue with minimum help. hoped 
that many such study clubs family life will formed this way 
throughout Oregon. Last year there were 14, 769 women units 
throughout the state. 


The 4-H Program: The 4-H Club phase the Extension program 
provides education for family living, both directly through specific 
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projects and indirectly bringing the home into the program. 
Four-H youngsters "learn through sharing home tasks, 
project planning with parents, and developing cooperation fam- 
ily members carrying out projects. Four-H members are or- 
ganized into project clubs and work under the guidance voluntary 
adult leaders. These leaders are trained the county 4-H 
agent and state Extension specialists. few the projects for the 
coming year are child care, homemaking, health, foods and food 
preservation, clothing, and livestock. Such programs are designed 
give youngsters responsibility and build self-confidence their 
own abilities. 


The summer 4-H program includes summer camp and summer 
school Oregon State College, both giving many youngsters 
opportunity for group living away from home for the first time. 
summer school they also are offered classes variety subject- 
matter fields--some relating family life and mental health. 


Each year two regional 4-H leader meetings are held the state. 
The program focuses how agents and leaders can work most ef- 
fectively with club-age boys and girls. Lectures prominent youth 
leaders are followed ''buzz groups and question periods. 
Meetings the county level also are held for leaders and parents. 


present more intensive program training agents and volun- 
tary leaders child psychology being planned. believed 
that, with additional training, leaders will better able under- 
stand the individual emotional needs their members and how they 
meet these needs within the framework and activities their own 
Last year Oregon had 25,000 4-H members enrolled 
3,170 clubs. 


Community Planning for Youth: Another phase the youth program 
has been experimental attempt help interested communities 
velop recreational programs for their young people. Two such pro- 
jects now are underway the state, and the thinking outlined the 
following paragraphs* has served guide for these projects. 


*This material was presented the specialist the Mid-Century Area

little work has been done until now and where much more needed. 
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"It important that any such program commence where the 
people are and that for successful, the community 
members must feel need for and have hand its crea- 
tion. Brief surveys have been found value point- 
ing needs ina community. The results these surveys 
may very similar those done other places, but the 
very fact that they have been done the particular community 
which the program planned often has the effect making 
the citizens more cognizant their problems. survey can 
always point out what already available the way re- 
sources community and can used guide making 
realistic plan action. may that the program will 
abandoned after such survey, the citizens finding that some- 
thing else needed more than the original project. 


"When the survey completed, all interested groups and in- 
dividuals the community are called together participate 
thinking through the total program. While some groups 
individuals present dissenting views, believed better 
have them the original planning and allow the group 
work through such difficulties around conference table than 
split the community through irrational, emotionalized bick- 
ering. not important have every organization the 
community represented, since many have interest the 
project, but important that every interested individual 

represented, many instances such groups labor un- 
ions, for iple, have been hurt and disappointed not hav- 
ing voice such planning, From this group should growa 
continuing, cooperating organization. meant 
one which functions over long period time, going an- 
other project when the original one finished. This body 
should break down larger problems specific, meaningful 
objectives all can grasp and work creatively. 


proper use publicity extremely important fac- 
tor. Newspapers and radio are always eager help any 
new, worthwhile project, but they resent being asked give 
random and happenstance publicity pro- 
jects. Publicity can most value once organization has 
clarified its goals and clear its purpose. 


"By far the most important consideration any community 
program involving youth the representation youth them- 
selves, They should included any such coordinating 
body from the beginning. Young people frequently give ideas 
and work them out, only told afterwards adults that 
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can't done. Youth want guidance, but they don't want 
told what do. The important consideration here not 
what can for youth, but how can help them think 
for themsleves. Another important factor the selection

This explains why 
the lectures, although written terms intelligible laymen, are 
primarily geared those who have both professional background 
and scientific interest the field. 


Throughout the lectures, Dr. Guttmacher emphasizes that psychi- 
atrists and are prone themselves and others 
into believing that our state knowledge. .is sufficient for 
dogmatize and legislate without reservation.'' presents 
his material almost progress report, and this discussion 
remains the clinician rather than the social reformer, 


his first lecture, Guttmacher defines the problem, particu- 
court. discusses the most frequently occurring sex offenses, 
analyzing the causes and pleading for differentiated treatment 
offenders the basis individual study and diagnosis trained 
technicians part court-attached facility.
